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| importation, they refused to put it up. <A Mr. Cory was therefors engaged 


to come over and erect it, and keep it in tune for a year, he remained and 


- went into business here. During the winter of 1824, Mr. Cory and Eben Sears 


went to New York to set up the Trinity Church orgen. Christmas.. Eve the 
Boss invited all hands to his house to celebrate; they drank and sung 
until pretty drunk, and at 10 P.y, the brothers Sears went home, leaving 
the rest to make a nicht of it. Upon his departuro for New York, his 
employer left with Willard checks to makes weekly payments to the men, and 
with which to buy stock. The rest of the men were forsigngrs, and kept 

up their carouse for three weeks until delirium tremens at in. Their 
poor wives came to Mr. Sears for monsy with which to buy food, which he 
gave them without authority, and was mich perplexed what to do. He then 
made a vow that ho would never take @lcoholic drinks, and this resolution 
he adhsred to, except in two instances, first, when urged by his pastor 
in Breyster when callingon him; and sscond, when about to join Essex St. 
Church, Boston, he called upon the Deacon, an Englishmen by birth, who 
would take no refusal. In 1825, he formed a partnsrship with his brother 
Eben as housewrights and carpenters, which was dissolved in 1830, he con-~ 
tinuing on his own account, and later with Jonas Fitch, in active business 
until 1855. In 1826, while building a block of trick houses on Haymarket 
place, he wished to break up the custom of furnishing grog to the men at 
ii and 4 each day. About July 3, the ricgspols wes raised, and the usage 
then was that the men were at liberty to drink as ofter, and as much as they 
pleased. The day was hot, and the men drank all the more, the stering was 
insecurely built and broke down, and some of the men had broken bones as 
well as bruises. Mr. Sears' brother had his collar bone broken, and received 
other injuries which confined him to the house for several weeks. During 
his illness Willard offered the men ten conts more a day to give up their 
rations, and about one-half agreed to do so. In three days he had a full 


| gang of young, smart and good men at work, and the next month's pay, for 
— an equal amouht of work, was ons third less than in Grog days. Seeing this 


result, the brothers never afterward furnished any liquor or drank any 
themselves. 

Mr. Sears came to Boston the yoar the municipal government was ostablished 
and soon became prominent in a series of events which resulted in a complete 
revolutionizing of the city fire department. Ne was at that time e member 
of the "Young Men's Association," devoted to exposing, and breaking up 
gambling, dance-houses, etc. As a Mayor's detective, young Sears discovered 
the weakness of the dspartment, and its remarkable strength also. There 
was a body of 1500 young, smart, athletic men, organized in such a way as 
to be scarcely at all under the control of the city governmont. The city 
furnished the engines, and kept them in répeir, and then the companies did 
about as they pleased, except when they wers at fires, when they were nom 
inally under the control of the fire wardens, and even thia was more by 
sufferance than discipline. The volunteers worked well at a fire, and were 
prompt in getting there. . Cash presents, gifts of liquors and batables, 
were freely donated to the firamen by grateful persons whose property had 
been in danger; then followed the inevitable carousal, which did not cease 
S80 long as the materials lasted. Tha firemen represented every social degree, 
Sach having its ow company, and none had mors @legant, luxurious and pro- 
longed carousals than the swel) company of Beacon Hill. Needless to say, 
fires were frequent. One Sunday morning in 1828, Mr. Sears entered an 
engine house. Ths members of that company ‘vers not sraded low in the social 
scale, but were all the sons of raputablo parents. It was the morning after 
a fire, and sitting round, in a dazed condition, were half a dozen nenbers , 
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just recovering from their debauch, while mos than 20 young man lay hélp- 
lessly drunk on the floor, and among them several women, also stuypified. 

Such was the condition of things when Mr. Sears joined the Boston fire 
department. His principles having become knom, he was refused admission 
to the existing organizations, but ho procurad leave to form a company, 
and became the Captain of it. Mo. 8, as it was called, was the entering 

weige that finally split, and broke up ths existing system. Hr. Sears 
organized with 100 young men pledgsd to reform. On tho wall of the engéne 
house wine the roll of membership, at the top of which were ths words, 
to drinking of liquor, Mo using of tobacco, No profanity vhile on auty." 

Fach pledge had its vertical column, and list of members undsrnsath. 

Every name must be in the first colum, and most of them #ee in all. 

In consesuence of this innovation all the old companies ware down on 
Yo. 8, and it was annoyed in all possible ways, and systematically obstructed 
whenever it started for a fire, anil the bittsrness vas not softened by the 
fact that No. 8, was the most efficient company in Boston. Capt. S3ars 
resolved to bring matters to a head, ard on ths next alarm of fire, No. 1é 
purposely obstructing his path, he gave his men orders to pass at all 
hazards, and as the result, No. 12, was a wrock. Toe was arraigned befors 
the Mayor, who was vory wroth, and threatoned to distand the company. 

In reply, Capt. Sears referred to ths ordinance:-- "You oA. 2a Ones 
procead to the fire, and break down all obstructions." WoVore: Ure Davor 
is the law, and we only oboyed it, and nov [ will resipn, I have had trouble 

and annoyance enough, and will have nothing mors to do ‘vith it. Av ths 
HWayor's request he finally consented to continue ix the department, but the 
arnoyances did not ceases, the city government would not repair the engines, ard 
the work vas done at his expenss. Ho finally disbanded ths company. 

For a few years thereafter the fire department vant from bad to worse, 
until at last it came to a crisis hroucht on by the efforts of the munici- 
pal government to bring about a roform, ani all ths companies disbanded, 
leaving the city without a single company to protect property in cass of 
fire. At this juncture Mr. Sears was callod upon by the presidents of 
the Insurance companies, and requested to take charge of a company they 
had organi_zed, composed of leading men of Roston, such as Capt. Willians, 
Dr. Hayward, Hon. Mr. Wheeler, Dea. Charles Scudder, and other gentlemen 
from Beacon street, and Collonade Row. After some demur, he consented, 
but at the first trial satisfactorily convinced them that they wore not 
the right material for such dirty and laborious work, and that the only 
true, and the cheapest system for the Insurancs companies ani property 
holders was a paid fire department, and this too, out of regard for the 
morals of the youth of the city. <A committee was thereupon appointed 
to wait upom the Mayor and Aldermen, and stats their views upor tha sub- 
ject, and as a result the city established the paid fireman's system in 
1838, the first in the United States. 

About the vear 1837, Rev. Sylvester Graham,lectured in Boston, on Tempe- 
rance, Physiology and Hygiene advoegating a vegetable diet, and the use 
of unbolted flour, nov so popular under the name of "Graham Flour." 

The bakers and rummies became much incemsed, mobbed him, and drove the 
ladies, to whom he was lecturing, into the strest. The ladies then applied 
to Mr. Sears for the use of the hall attached to ths larltoro Notel, owned 
by him, and a day being set for the lecture, notice was printed in three 
papers that Graham would be mobbed. Ths Mayor sent the City Marshal to 
Mr. Sears, ordering him fortwith to appear at the City Hall. Mr. Saars 
was at the time employed with his men in pulling down some »ld plastering 
in the hotel, and was covered with mortar and dust. He told the Marshal 
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that he was busy, had violated no law, and would not go. The Marshal 
then left, but shortly returned with a carriage, and"the Mayor's compli- 
ments," requesting the favor of an interview, to which Mr. Sears then con- 
sented. An account of the interview may be found in the "Liberator," of 
March 24, 1837, under the head of "Nob Law." The result was that the 
Mayor told him that the building would be mobbed, and he could not protect 
him with the force at his disposal, and if he persisted in letting it be 
used by Graham, he must teke the conssquencas. Mr. Sears seeing that 
little was to be expected from the city officials, decided to protect his 
property himself at all hazards. Hs directed his workmen to place the 
plaster in hsaps by the windows, torether with a quantity of lime, and 
await orders which he would transmit through his clerk. After parleying 
some time with the mob which assembied outside the barricade that had 
been erected to protect passers-by during the alterations, and finding 
that they were bent on mischief and cculd no longer be delayed, he retired 
through a small door and gave a proconcerted signal. At once the workuen 
commenced shovelling out the lime and plaster from the upper windows. 

The mob looking up to see what was to pay, in a moment had their eyes 
and mouths filled with the pungent dust, there was a strong wind blowing, 
and the street was presently filled with a cloud of lime. Flesh and blood 
could not stand this, the mob broke and retired, and Mr. Sears had won a 
bloodless victory. The papers discussed the matter thoroughly, anid the 
public finally decided for the right of free speech. In a few weeks the 
Mayor called upon Ur. Sears and said, "If you will stop Garrison from 
writing any more about mo, when you dedicate your Chapel, I will protect 
you and your property, if I have to call in the State anid Navy soldiers, 
with all the police. Sir, I was wrong, but do stop Garrison, he is ruin 
ing my character, and bringing me to disgraca." At the dedication of 
Marlboro Chapel, he, without solicitation, put 30 policemen inside, and 
40 outside, and held the military in reserva. 

Of course, Mr. Sears was one of the earliest abclitioists and freo-soil- 
ers. In 1834, Georges Thoripson, an English emancipationist, on his return 
from the West Indies, cams to Boston to deliver a lacture. The use of 
Fanueil Hall was cranted, but pormission revoked by the city authorities. 

Mr. Sears and Amasa Walker then hirsd Julien Hall, for the purpose, 
giving their bond for $17,000, to pay any damage that might be done by a 
mob. This also was revoked, and the only place that could be procured 
was Ritchie Hall, over Dea. Gulliverts carpet store, corner of Temple 
Place. The entrance was soon surrounded by an armed mob of Southerners 
and their sympathisers, and Thompson was finally taken out through a - 
hoisting scuttle in the rear, placed in a carriage with J. S. Withington, 
and driven to the house of J. G. Whittier in Amesbury. Ee did not dara 
to return, but embarked shortly for England. Duting ths disturbance Mr. 


Sears was on guard at the door; was struck ssvéral times, but not materially 


injured, and held the fort until Thompson had retired. 
In 1836, Mr. Sears and Dea. Charles Scudder fitted out the first mis- 


sionary to Jamaica, (ar Oberlin student,) and establishsd the first station 


there. 

Hs was ths first to take a colorsd apprentice, later procuring for him 
a cormission as Justicsa of ths Pance, cusrantesing his good conduct. 

He was intimately connected with ths "Underground Railway," and aided 
many fugitives on their way to Canada and freedom. 

The "Narlboro Notel" -vas opened by him as a tempsrance house, the first 
in this country. No liquor was to be sold in it, and at first no smoking 
was allowed, but this latter was conceded later. The ladies and gentle 
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: ments parlors were thrown open morning and evening for religious services. 


Grace was said before every mesl, and for twenty-six years the observance 
of. the services was continuous and uninterrupted. The Chapel in the rear 
was a free hall for lectures and discussions on all moral and social quest— 
Sons. It was opened in May 1838, and vas run as a free hall and chapel for 
fourteen years. It was afterward let for the "Lowell Institutet Lectures. 

The house was patronized by a class of quiet, religious people who wanted 
such a stopping place when they came to the city. John G. Whittier, Henry 
¥. Longfellow, and Henry Wilson were fraquent guests. 

During a long life, Mr. Sears contracted for and built numerous edifices, 
both public and private, among thom the Fitchburg Depot, Boston, and all 
stations and freight-houses to Fitchburg; Fastern R. R. atations and old 
ferry-houses; Boston & Worcester Depot $n Boston, and stations and freight- 
houses to Worcester; Old Colony Depot, Boston, and stations to Sandwich, 
and much other railroad work in the east and wast; some twenty or more 

churches, among which were the Swedenborgian, Dr. Kirk's, and Essex St., 
Boston; Catholic Ch. South Boston; Cong. Ch., Bunker's Hill, Charlestown; 
Dr. Thompson's Roxbury; Dr. Lanegworthy's Ch., Chelsea; West Newton and 
Brookline Churches, etc.; he built and owned Marlboro Hotel and Chapel, 
and reconstructed the States Prison at Charlestown. 

He was one of the petitioners and obtained the charter for the Female 


Medical College, Boston, and was a trustee; put up the first sixty builde ~ 


ings in San Francisco, but lost by firs.and ship-wrock $250000, being 
uninsured. He owned the ship "Roland," and cargo, and the cargo in bark 
tYenry Ware, both of which were lost upon the voyage. 

Ur. Sears obtained the charter and called the first meating to organizs 
the Northern Pacific R. Re, and was in tha board of directors for five 
years. 

He purchasad tha Alburg Springs Hotel, Vt., and the hineral Springs 
connected therewith, after having himself experianced their marvelous 
curative powers. 

Yr. Sears was by nature a radical reformer, a tastotaller, anti-tobacco 
nist, abolitionist and free-soiler; for a timo a vagatarian, but this did 
not hold; he early took the anti-mason infgction, and never got over it. 

He was a strict Sabbatarian, and a parfect type of the old Caps Cod 
Puritan, and had he lived in tho days of Gromrall, would doubtless have 
been one of the Ironsides. 

Charitable by nature, his benefactions wero largs and constant. 

Oberlin College long found in him a liberal patron; during several years 
he annually gave $6000, tovards its support, and he estimated that he gave 
in all near $100,000, to that institution, besides paying the expenses 
of Mr. Finney and family on a tour in Europe; as a trustes he took the 
place of OssawottomieBrown, and sorved many. years... Many other roligious, 
educational and charitable institutions have partaken of his bounty. 

The poor and oppressed ever found his heart gnd purse open, and many 4 
fugitive from oppression had cause to bless him. 

Of a large and muscular mould, he possessed great strength and endurance; 
dark in complexion, his jet black hair later bacama an iron-gray; ho was 
quick spoken and decided in manner, ani had great success in mansging the 
large gangs of men in his employ. 

Soon after his first marriage, he went to reside in Brookline , removing 
thence to West Newton, and later to Watartowmm, to 4a large sstate on the 
Gharles river, which was taken by tha govermnent for an addition to the 
Arsenal grounds, and he removed to Nowtonville, and later to Newton, where

"Ur. Sears was educated in tha bast schools that Boston at that tims 
afforded, and after a preparatory course of study in the Latin School, 
entered Harvard Colleges in 1803, at ths age of 16, taking his Bacholor's 
degree in 1807. 

tte read lay for a tima, and soon after his marriage in 1809, sailed 
for Europe with his wifs, and passed sevoral years in foreign travel, ar 
a most-Anteresting pariod in Continental history. 

"The sudden death of his father Jevolved on him the care of a larga 
estate, ani before h3 was thirty vaars of age he was called to assume 
that responsible position among the very richast men of Boston, which 
he continued to hold during half a century. 
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cose “Building for himself a costly and elegant mansion fit for the genorous 
- hospitalities which belong to wealth, he began early to make plans for 
doing his. share in acts of public and private beneficience. 

In 1820, he was actively associated with. the eraction of St. Paul's 
Church on Tremont street, and he subsequently gave that parish a fund 
which now exceeds forty thousand dollars in value; this vas followed in 
succeeding years dy various provisions for other religious, literary and 
charitable objects, which, while accomplishing valuable purposes at once, 

may not exhibit their full fruit for a long time to come. 

"The 'Sears Tower,' of the Observatory at Cambridge, PDnilt at .his cost, 
gave the first encouragement to an establishment which has been munificently 
andowed by others, and to whose permement fund hs was also a handsome con-

fAbout 1820, Mr. Sears purchased some 200 acros of land in the suburbs 
of Boston, which has since bacome the beautiful village of Longwood, which 
he proceeded to lay out and paautify at groat expense, giving to many of 

- the streets and squares names which he believed to bs identified with the 
: family name in this country and England. 

tA capacious stone chapel, built after the design of St. Pater's Church 
in Colchester, England, and to which he gave the name of 'Christ's Church 

in Longwood,' contains in its basement, vaults constructad as 4 last resting 

place for himself and those most dear to him. 
Por this church hs prepared a form of servica in accordance with his 
peculiar views, and which has bean described as "the Zook of Cormon Prayer, 
with anything of the nature of Calvinism carefully weeded out, mildly 
-s- t4nctured with the writings of Channing, but more strongly flavored with 
. 06 Bomaniem,® and stated servics was maintained during the last eight years 
jo. of his life. 

"A block of houses near by, destined ultimately for the dwallings of 
such,as had seen better days, and to be known as 'The Scoarstan Charter 
House,! and an accumulating fund for under tha control of the Overseers 
of the Poor, Boston, which has addad not a little, year by year, to the 
comfort and support of a largo number of poor woman, will bear tastinony 
to his thoughtful ani voll considerad danevolence. 

(After the death of Mr. Sears, by an arrangement bowveen his hairs and 
the city of Boston, his various ondoyments for tre poor of his native 
place were amalgamated under the comprahsnsive titls of 'THs David Svars 
Charity,' In 1886, this fund amounted to naar $280,000, and will be much 
increased by the rise in real estate.) 

Nr. Sears often anjoyed such honors as he would accept, and servod as 
Representative to the ilass. Log-, tn 1816-18, 1824-25, and 1828, and as 
a Senator in 1826 and 1851. 

"Yea was a Presidential Elector in 1868, and invited his colleagues of 
the State Electoral College to meot the President alact, General Grant, 
at his house in Boston. 

"In early life ho was a member of the Indepandant Corps of Cadets, and 
commissioned Ensign. In 1818, he prosantad ths company with a new standarj 
and provided for them an elegant antertainnent. 

"He occasionally mingled in ths public discussions of ths day, and an 
elaborate letter which he addrsssed to John Quincy Adams on the best method 
of abolishing slavory, while that way still 4 Living question, will be 
pos particularly romombered among nis contributions to the public pross. 
ae, "Yr. Sears was one of tho fbrst to own and occupy a4 surmor rosidence 
¢. . at Nahant, but finding it too pleak for his.own taste, and tempted by 
: the. softer atmosphers of the Gulf Stream, he built in 1645,.4 marine villa 
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at Newport, to which h> gave the name of 'Red Cross'. Its extensivo | 
grounds are built over, but the immediats neighborhood is still pleasant 
ly associated with in many minds with the remambrance of his refined, 
graceful and unostentatious hospitality. 

“with his charactaristic generosity, he conveyad to the municipality 
a fund of five thousand dollars, the income to ba devoted to benevolent 
objects. 7 , 

"Tha summer of 1869, was his last at Newport; the noxt year his health 
became seriously impaired, and hs died in Boston, Jan. 14, 1671, at the 
advanced ags of sighty three, his wifg, with whom he had Lived ngar sixty 
three years, having precedsd him by a few months. 

‘He will long de remembered by all who knay him, as one of the ccurteous 
and dignified gentlemen of the old school, of whom so fay are now left to 
rsmini us of the manners and bearing of other days." 

(In middle life Mr. Sears decame snterested in the subject of family 
history anid genealogy. ani gaployed the late iir. i. G. Gomarby to make 
searches in England to traco his ancastry, and oxpended a largo sw in 
these researches. His kinsman, Nev. Edmind H. Sears, undertook to edit 
tha material collected, but he had no practical acquaintance with geneal-— 
ogy, and allowed himself to become responsible for a garies of romantic — 
legends under the title of "Pictures of the Oldsn Tins," to which was 
added in a private edition for the familv, a gendalogical accouns of the 
English and Amsrican branches. 

About the year 1848, Ur. Sears arectoad monumants and mural tablets to 

yarious members of the family in Yarmouth and Chatham, wass.y Vewport, 
R.I.; and in St. Peter's Church, Colchsster, England, to which church 
he presented in 185°, ta flagon and patan of slerant design and slaborats 
workmanship, enclosed in a handsoms waingcoat dox." In 1859, ho endowed 
ths Church with 100 pounds in trust, for charitable purposes, to which 
he added in 1858, a further sun, nov known as"fhe Sears Dole." , 

Mr. Sears deposited with the W.E.Nist. Gen. Society, madals to be given 
those of the name of Sears proving their dascent from Richard and Dorothy 
Sears, a description of which may bo found in the Gen. Reg-, vol. 26, 
page 182. 

Subsequent invostigation has developed that Mr. Sears was grossly . : 
jJaceived in many particulars of the pedigree and early history of his , 
family, so that the monuments erected by him, and the genealogies he - 

printed, now for the most part only servo to psrpetuate unfortunate 
delusions. )
